Making off with the ‘‘ swag,” the villains spent 
their New Year’s Day in New Haven, and on 
the following morning took passage in the 
steam-boat Cleopatra for New York. 

‘‘T have always had a strong desire to see 
that great town!” said the murderer to his 
friend as they leaned over the steamboat rail 
while ploughing their way down Long Island 
Sound to the Empite city.

The circumstances which led to the disclo- 
sures are as follows :—On the 6th March, James 
Pimlett, an infant, 10 months old, was reported 
to have been found dead in bed. An inquest 
was held on the body, and the principal witness 
examined was the mother, who gave such an 
account of the illness of the child, as to induce 
the coroner’s jury to believe the death was the 
result of some of the various diseases incidental 
to children, and a verdict was returned of 
** Found dead.”’ On the 16th of the same month 
another child, Richard Pimlett, was taken ill. 
This child was taken to a medical gentleman, 
Mr. Edward Pye, who administered an aperient 
medicine. A day or two afterwards the mother 
called on Mr. Pye, and, in consequence of her 
representations, two alterative wders were 
given to her. These powders, however, were 
afterwards found in the house of the parents 
never having been administered. This child

ditional sum of five dollars on the same account. 
The complaint was taken by the presiding 
magistrate, and the papers, which were very 
full, were filed away for the purpose of awaiting 
the next convention of the Grand Jury. 

Between that time and this however, they 
have disappeared, and the clerk who made up 
the catalogue of cases for the deliberation of the 
Grand Inquest, was obliged to send in his 
budget, minus the above case of misdemeanor. 
We care not if the officer be innocent or 
guilty of the charge, but we protest against this 
new mode of quashing a suit, and consider it 
unworthy of being recognized, even in the 
system of Tombs practice. Considerable spec- 
ulation has been had as to the probable manner 
in which these papers have been extracted from 
the official rack. Some ascribe it to those 
principles of mesmerism and clairvoyance which 
have recently had so large an agency in matters 
of criminal jurisprudence ; but the most prudent 
have decided that it must have been a down- 
right abstraction by physical appliances by some 
philanthropist about the police office. The 
officer of course cannot be suspected, even 
though he had free access to the rack, for he 
would be too deeply interested in vindicating 
his innocence by a public trial, to be suspected 
even for an instant of pursuing a course which 
would leave his professional character in so 
perilous a condition. 

But all that can be done in the matter now, is 
to commence the proceedings de novo, and 
the magistrates and clerks whose province has 
been thus invaded, should in justice to them- 
selves see that it is done at one.

EvroreaN CriminaL INTELLIGENCE. — We 
direct the attention of our readers to the inter- 
esting character of the European Criminal In- 
telligence contained in this day’s paper, and 
particularly direct the attention of the numer- 
ous officers on our subscription list, to the large 
number of fugitives for high crimes, who are 
anounced by the Dublin and Police Gazettes, to 
be on their way to this country. 

The immense emigrations which are coming 
out this year will doubtless bring among them 
many abandoned criminals; and all the de- 
partments of police in the sea port towns should 
be continually on the alert. In those cases 

which come under the extradition treaty, the 
English Government pays all an officer’s expen- 
ses across the Atlantic, and rewards him very 
handsomely in the bargain. In addition to the 
above, the additional and most proper induce- 
ment is, that a vigilant look out will prevent the 
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motion by a unanimous vote. 











ALS or Po.ice.—The recent act of the 
Legislature, which forbids policemen or con- 
stables from receiving fee or reward for crimi- 
nal business in any shape, appears to have very 
little terror to certain individual members of 
the department, and has already been defied 
and mocked in several cases, even before the 
proclamation has grown cold upon the ear. 
On Wednesday of last week, a certain old 
officer received directions to arrest a fugitive 
in this city, on a civil process, but finding that 
the business could not be safely “‘ worked up’ 
by himself, transferred it toa certain raw con- 
stable of a ward, with the understanding, that 
whatever was made out of the matter, should 
be divided equally between them. The con- 
stable then took his prisoner, andas one portion 
of his operations obtained $20, principally to 
keep the defendant’s name out of the papers ; 
remarking at the time, by way of enhancing 
his favors, that if he had fallen into the hands 
of some officers, they would have had his name 
published in every sheet in the city. We knew 
of this affair in time for last week’s publication, 
but notwithstanding the gross nature of the 
transaction, we did not feel disposed to publish 
an arrest which had no interest for our readers, 
and to blazon forth the name of a young man, 
who was merely arrested for a debt, for the 
purpose of exposing the misconduct of a delin- 
quent constable. It is for that reason alone that 
we de not mention any names at present. 
The case since the above has however, de- 
veloped some features of additional interest to 
the philosophic mind. It appears that when the 
. business was some three or four days old, the 
constable discovered that the creditor had 
promised to give the old’ police officer, who had 
first been engaged, $100 for what had been ac- 
complished. Thinking from the non-commu- 
nication of this fact that the officer intended to 
turn him off with $25, and being moved thereat 
an unbounded measure of honest indignation, 
he resolved to close his fist and not to give the 
first party a single cent of what he had ‘levied 
upon the young victim. 

Thus the matter stands at present. The 
police officer and the constable stand regarding 
each other with the most terriffic frowns, and 
while swallowing down whole hogsheads of 
melo-dramatic fury at each others perfidy, the 
public gain through the amusing spectacle, 
another salutary proof, that those who sell them- 
selves to perverted courses, can only expect 
dissimulation and betrayal from their agents. 

The operations of the constable in the premis- 
es are rather an improvement upon Clirehugh’s 
manceuvres with the press in the Templeton 
affair ; for one had a great deal of trouble, and 
the other had none, and one got something, 
while the other got nothing. 





Secor, THE Poricy Deater.—This man, who 
keeps his policy office on the corner of Broad- 
way and Canal street, was arrested on Saturday 
last, for illegally selling policy slips, on the com- 
plaint of a merchant in Canal street. This is the 
first result of our directing attention to his daily 
practices, and we hope to see the example fol. 
lowed upon all others engaged in this demoral- 
izing and criminal business. 

We understand that Secor, when first ex- 
posed, threatened to avenge himself with a suit 
for libel. How natural it is for those who 
habitually violate the law, to fly to it for protec- 
tion, or rather to seek to pervert it to their use. 
This is strikingly illustrated in Secor’s case.— 
Though he has been engaged for years in out- 
raging the laws of his country ; though he has 
incurred penalties enough by his illegal business 
to incarcerate him in prison the life of a Methu- 
selah, nay, of all the patriarchs put together, and 
though his whole fortune thus unrighteously ag- 
gregated stands justly forfeited five times over in 
fines before the Sessions, yet he has the audacity 
to talk of buying up the law to protect him from 
any interference in its daily violation. He has 
thought better of this foolish notion, however, 
and now that he is in a reasonable mood, we 
advise him to quit his unrighteous business at 
once, and to content himself with the thousands 
that he has already made, and to try and become 
a decent member of society. If he will do this, 
he shall have our aid to defend him from farther 
prosecution. Our only object is to abate this 

pernicious business, and not to annoy him or 
any of its practisers. 





JUSTICE PROMPTLY RENDERED.—In Philadel- 
phia, last week, a young fellow was sued for the 
support of an infant, which, it was asserted, he 
had begotten out of wedlock. For the purpose 
of screening himself, and proving that the 
mother was a common prostitute, he persuaded 
a friend to take the stand, and declare that he 
had had criminal intercourse with the female in 
question.

The number of 
persons who visited the fair on Monday, between the 
hours of 10 A. M.and 6 P.M., was over 7000. The 
fair was closed at 6 and re-opened at 8 0’clock beauti- 
fully illuminated. At the opening, there could not have 
been less than five thousand persons in front of the 
building; it was a complete jam for one hour; at the 
close, the band struck up the Marsailles hymn, when 
the whole company marched a grand promenade, and 
retired at the door at the West end with the tune of 
“Clare the Kitchen.”’

PicKPOCKETS AT THE WASHINGTON Fain.— We 
are happy to learn from the vigilant police officers at 
the National Fair, Willis H. Blaney, and Alexander 
Jackson, of the New-York National Police Gazette 
(brought hither by the Committee of Arrangements,) as 
well as from Capt. Goddard and our own city officers, 
that no successful demonstrations have been made here 
upon the purses and pockets of the unwary. It has 
been stated to us, that nearly all the numerous gangs of 
pickpockets who came to the Fair in quest of the spoils, 
seeing the eye of the New-York officers so constantly 
upon them, have retreated from the scene of action, and 
are now quartered or concealed in the Monumental 
City. Be that as it may, it is certain that these notorions 
rogues have, for the most part, left our city; but as they 
may yet return and pay us a few pop visits on the re- 
maining days of the Fair, we again caution all strangers 
and chizens to be upon their guard. 












Pocxsr Picxep.—A gentleman by the name of John 
H. Power, of 129 Fulton-street, had his pocket-book 
stolen from his possession about nine o'clock on 
Wednesday evening, while entering one of the gates 
of the Battery. The book contained about $300 
in bank nots, a check for $87, and several promissory 
notes.

potatoes, which were accordingly deposited in three 
several carts standing upon the pier. As soon as 
loaded, two of them drove off, and McDonald, on being 
called upon to pay for the esculenta, very coolly stated 
that only one of the carte belonged to him, and that he 
knew nothing about the others ; if the potatoe merchant 
loaded ‘up the wrong carts, it was his own fault, &c. 
Not relishing this method of procedure, Christie made 
complaint to the authorities, and McDonsld was conse- 
quently arrested, and committed to answer to a charge 
of constructive larceny. 

A Harp Casz.—One day last week, the Rev. Darius 
Mead, publisher of a Parlor Magazine, appeared at the 
office of the Chief of Police, and made affidavit that some 
person, to him unknown, had stolen from his premises, 
sometime in January last, two steel plates, valued at 
$100, which he had ascertained were pawned with 
Adolphus, in Pearl-street. An officer was immediately 
despatched to the pawn shop, and the plates secured. 
During the same day a young copperplate printer, 
named Aaron King, was arrested on a charge of having 
committed the larceny, which he instantly ecknow- 
ledged; but stated that at the time the plates were 
pawned, he being in Mead’s employ, was frequently 
left, when Saturday night came, without his weekly 
wages, and that he had, in several instances, pawned 
similar plates, for the purpose of sustaining himself and 
small family from absolute hunger curing the Sabbath ; 
that Mead’s clerk was cognizant to the fact of his 
pawning the plates, and that he had reason likewise to 
suppose that Mr. Mead himself was aware of the trans- 
action. King only raised $3 upon the engravings, and 
on the morning of his arrest he had made provision to 
take them out of pawn, and restore them to the rightful 
owner. There are certain circumstances that go very 
strongly to corroborate this statement, and it seems that 
after Mr. Mead had preferred the complaint, he himself 
sought to stop further proceedings ; but the officers of 
the law had no choice but to proceed in the business, 
and King was locked up on a charge of grand larceny, 
which, unless the Grand Jury ignore the bill, will 
probably place him in a very unpleasant predicament. 
His bail has been fixed at $500. ,

Boyle was arrested in this city on Monday afternoon, 
for attempting to take the life of Otis Randell, mate of 
the ship Metoka, while the vessel was lying in the 
harbor of Havre de Grace.
